ed by E .G. Holt of the United 
States Bureau of Foreign and Do­ 
m estic Commerce. 
The enormous production of this 
universally used article Is shown 
in the following "believe it or not” 
statem ents transm itted by the do 
mestic commerce official In a re­ 
port to the American Chemical so 
clety: 
“If 
this 
entire 
acreage 
were 
stretched in an even band around 
the earth's surface at the equator, 
it would be nearly half a mile wide. 
"The total world production of 
rubber last year, 860,000 tons, if 


the middle." 
While consumption of rubber in 
the United States increased from 
about 375,000 tons in 1927 to 440,- 
000 tons in 1928 and to 470.000 tons!1 
in 1929, the figure for the first half | 
of this year will fall considerably 
lower than for the same time la*t< 
year, Holt predicted 
This Is due, he said, to the sur 
plus of rubber that the world is 
trying to adjust itself too. the over­ 
production brought on during the 
last year as an afterm ath of hav­ 
ing passed through a six year peri­ 
od of enforced scarcity.
